When this marriage occurs (only 
too rarely any poet's lifetime) he may have 
a ticket) to immortality. Above all, he should 
never put a serious poem into gay, tripping meter, 
nor a gay thought into solemn measures unless 
for the purpose of satire or parody. Wordsworth 
Is an outstanding example of unsatisfactory. com 
binations of theme and meter. 

Phis matter of joining a theme to its appropriate 
form as another reason. for the poet to have as 
wide a knowledge as possible of poetic literature 
past and present. By frequent experiment he will 
find the form in which he is) most at home 
sometimes an old form infused with new life. 

Books on. versification may help the writer of 
verse; but thev are no substitute for a knowledge 
of poetic literature and. sensitivity to its construc 
tion. However, a good book, like Baum’s Prine 
ples of English Versification, gives the architecture 
of the several forms. with brief but illuminating 
commentary as to the distinctive qualities and 
the development of each. Clement Wood's Poet's 
Handbook is larger, but it is perhaps needlessly 
detailed for one learning the essentials of his craft. 
Ot course the remarkable one volume, /1istorical 
Manual of English Prosody, by the late George 
Saintsbury, should eventually be in the library of 
every poet. In spite of the fact that it does not 
come down into the twentieth century it is) in 
comparable in learning and sensitivity of ap 
preciation and analysis. A thesaurus and a good 
rhyming dictionary are useful ino refreshing the 
writer's memory and in enlarging the vocabulary 
gut here again machinery should) not become 
cumbersome. 

Of recent vears many poets have been inclined 
to neglect sound values in verse, probably because 
much late nineteenth century verse shows melodi 
ous sounds covering up inaccurate and vague ex 
pression. But an car sensitive to modulations of 
language is well nigh essential for a poet: it ds 
in general a mark of the poet born rather than 
made. He may more readily clothe his work in 
that enchantment which distinguishes verse from 
prose 

What T have written is based on the premise 
that communication ts important for the artist 
However, in the past few vears a number of poets 
have been so concerned with expressing then 
individual thoughts and emotions that thev have 
not seemed to care whether or not thev have an 
audience. Fsoteric originality has been responsible 
for diminishing interest in poetry on the part of 
many readers who once formed the poetry public 
This is a curious condition in an age when every 
where widespread efforts are made to bring peopl 
closer in understanding. The time is ripe. and 
the materials are at hand, for a revival of poetry 
which will reinterpret the spiritual forces that 
must guide, quicken, and motivate the tremendous

ulates a more continuous flow of writing that re 
sults in a ereatel total harvest fo vour ideas and 
more finished stories when fully revised. 

recall Samuel W. Taylor dropping in at oun 
house one evening, and announcing that he had 
just written five stories im five days. 

“hive stories in five days!” exclaimed. “Phat 
sounds like Ned Buntline and the good old dim 
novel days!” 

Sam ermned, “Oho” he said. “il 1 just got two 
salable ones out of the five TIL be satisfied.” Ee 
Went on to explain that he set himself the 
task of dome some kind of rough draft) of a 
story every dav for five days. on the theory that 
out of them would come at least a couple which 
could be worked up into finished varns. And two 
potential sales, Ihe pointed out, were a lot better 
than a week ol desperate casting about for the 
surefire idea. and ending up with more to 
show than ten chewed-down fingernails. 

So lets remember that in fiction writing at least 
It can oon occasion be more eflicient to put the 
cart before the horse. that as Pascal has so. suc 
cinctly expressed it 

“The last thing that we find in making a book 
is to Know what we must put first.” 

Another highly effective device is to run. off 
story ideas as miniatures, as SOO as possible alter 
vou vet the idea. Instead of taking a lot of notes, 
or even more dangerously telling vourself vou'll 
Jot down the tdea and some notes next week when 
vou have more time simply whip off the idea 
isa short-sshort while its still hot. or even more 
briefly as just a page or two vignette. But drama 
tive ite as a story. With characters, in action, dia 
logue in the creation of a complete illusion 

\ story idea noted down. even extensive 
notes. is still simply material. Tt iy not vet brought 
alive as a creative COMpPOsitlon is not vet a flesh 
and-blood dluston of lite. And should vou wait a 
lew days to jot down the idea, until vou have 
more time. the results can be even more disas 
trous. You may forget it completely lose it) tor 
ever. Even if vou take immediate notes vou still 
lose some of the initial enthusiasm for the idea that 
is captured only in actual composition—that sense 
of discovery, of inspiration, of having a “vision.” 
which eenerally Hashes with ats fullest 
only in the fleeting moments of mcepuion 

Phis running off of an idea at the instant of in 
spiration preserves it alive. Tt translates into 
an illusion ino which vou can later. even months 
later, readily reidentity and expand fairly easily 
Into a full-blown story 

On occasion. her skilled) murderamvsteries 
Lenore Glen Otford adapts this device even to 
the writing of novels. She precedes the actual 


composition with a dramatized sketch of each 
of her characters, and another descriptive one of 
the background, and then runs off a version of 
some &.000-10,000 words, which eventually is ex 
pended into a full length novel, 

\ variation of this method, rather than doing a 
complete miniature of the whole plot, is just to 
sprint. off warming-up sketches of some of the 
characters of the proposed) story, or of the back 
ground, or simply an action incident or two. 
Again the result is identification the illusion 
that releases an easier flow of Composition when 
vou are actually doing the story, 

Fach of us, of course, tends in time to develop 
his own special courtship of inspiration. But 
whatever the device the goal remains fixed. to stim 
ulate flow of COMPOSITION so etlortless and so 
emotionally ecstatic that often. as bdward 
once wrote im Harpers, we feel that. the 
job is only partly of our doing. and that a good 
deal of at. and probably the verv best of it 
comes to us by processes more or less pe nadent 
of our volition. 

kven so. beguiling as such thoughts are. we 
should remember that inspiration alone not 
enough. Arnold) Bennett: once observed 
have seen a eood THAIN people who were all 
dressed up for Literature but didn't Know where 
to find her.” 

Which is to say. of course. that all the devices 
in the world aren't going to stimulate tlow 
of writing unless we have something to writ 
about in the first place. Not that there ty anvone 
who actually hasn't anvthine to write about. All 
that there is to write about is. of Course, lite 
and all of us are living creatures... We all -ex 
perience, at one time or another, personally or by 
vicarious identification im others, all the basi 
universals of lite. birth, love. war. famine. death 
eostasy, despair, and the payment of taxes. But 
for most it ty a relatively passive experience. 

Few have the compulsive probing Curtosits 
observing. analyzing, absorbing. cmotionmally re 
sponding to keep the creative artist's storehouse 
of the unconscious constantly replenished. \nd 
vet only through such constant replenishing wall 
understanding and substance flow for cease 
lessly. from. this rich storehouse, to bring cthort 
lesslyv alive. the tapestries of dite. which the loom 
of his typewriter scems to he spinning sO
